1. (Currently Amended) A method of managing processing resources in a mobile radio 
system, wherein in which a first entity manag e s radio r e sourc e s and corr e sponding proc e ssing 
r e sources, th e latter b e ing provid e d in a s e cond entity separate from th e first entity, in which 
m e thod : 

[[-]] the s e cond e ntit v a base station signals to th e first e ntit v a radio network controller its 
global proc e ssing capacity, or a_capacity credit^ and the a capacity consumption law , or quantity 
of said global proc e ssing capacity, or cost, for differ e nt spr e ading factor valu e s giving costs per 
spreading code , 

[[-]] the first e ntit yr adio network controller updates the capacity credit on the basis of the 
capacity consumption law, and 

[[-]] in the case of multicode transmission using N spreading codes, said updating is 
effected on the basis of the cost for at least one of the N spreading codes. 

2. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein the cost for the N codes 
corresponds to the sum of the costs for each of the N codes.

3. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, wherein the cost for the N codes 
is determined from the cost eedes-for one code. 

4. (Original) A method according to claim 3, wherein the cost for the N codes 
corresponds to the cost for the minimum spreading factor code.

a base station comprising means for signaling to a radio network controller a capacity 
credit and a capacity consumption law giving costs per spreading code, and

of multicode transmission , m e ans using N spreading codes^ te e ff e ct said updating the capacity 
credit on the basis of the cost for at least one of the N spreading codes. 

6. (Currently Amended) A radio network bas e station controller for a mobil e radio syst e m 
for implem e nting a m e thod according to claim 1, said base s tation controll e r 
comprising including, in th e cas e of multicod e transmission, : 

means for receiving from a base station a capacity credit and a capacity consumption law 
giving costs per spreading code, and 

[[-]] means fo r, in the case of multicode transmission using N spreading codes A to e ff e ct 
said updating the capacity credit on the basis of the cost for at least one of the N spreading codes. 
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7. (Currently Amended) A load control and/or call admission control method for us e in a 
mobile radio system , wherein in which a first entity manag e s radio resources and corr e sponding 
proc e ssing resources, th e latt e r b e ing provid e d in a s e cond e ntity s e parat e from th e first e ntity, in 
which m e thod : 

[[-]] a base station the s e cond e ntity signals to a radio network control tho first e ntity its 
global proc e ssing capacity, or a capacity credit, and the a capacity consumption law, or quantity of 
said global proc e ssing capacity, or cost, as a function of th e n e c e ssary r e sourc e s, 

[[-]] the radio network controller first e ntity updates the capacity credit on the basis of the 
consumption law, and 

[[-]] if the capacity credit in the uplink and/or downlink direction falls below a given first 
threshold, any new call is rejected until the capacity credit is again above a given second 
threshold greater than or equal to the first threshold. 

8. (Currently Amended) A mobile radio system comprising for implem e nting a m e thod 
according to claim 7, in which syst e m: 

a base station comprising means for signaling to a radio network controller a capacity 
credit and a capacity consumption law, 

a radio network controller comprising means for updating the capacity credit on the basis 
of the capacity consumption law, and 

[[-]] a radio network control comprising th e first e ntity includ e s means for rejecting any 
new call if the uplink and/or downlink capacity credit falls below a given first threshold until the 
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capacity credit is again above a given second threshold greater than or equal to the first 
threshold.

below a given first threshold until the capacity credit is again above a given second threshold 

greater than or equal to the first threshold.

[[-]] a base station th e s e cond e ntity signals to a radio network controller th e first entity 
its global proc e ssing capacity, or a capacity credit, and the a capacity consumption law, er 
quantity of said global proc e ssing capacity, or cost, as a function of th e r e sources n e c e ssary, 
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[[-]] the radio network controller first e ntity updates the capacity credit on the basis of the 
capacity consumption law, and 

[[-]] an overload control procedure is initiated if the capacity credit falls below a given 
threshold. 

13. (Currently Amended) A mobile radio communication system , comprising- fer 
impl e m e nting a m e thod according to claim 12, in which system : 

a base station comprising means for signaling to a radio network controller a capacity 
credit and a capacity consumption law, 

a radio network controller comprising means for updating the capacity credit on the basis 
of the capacity consumption law, and 

[[-]] th e first entity includ e s means for initiating an overload control procedure if the 
capacity credit falls below a given threshold.

17. (New) A method of managing processing resources in a mobile radio system, 
wherein: 

a base station signals to a radio network controller a capacity credit and a dedicated 
channels capacity consumption law giving costs per channelization code, and 

when multiple channelization codes are used by either radio links or a physical downlink 
shared channel, the radio network controller credits to or debits from the capacity credit a cost 
taken as N times the cost of a code, where N is the number of channelization codes. 
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18. (New) A method of managing processing resources in a mobile radio system, 
wherein: 

a base station signals to a radio network controller a capacity credit and a common 
channels capacity consumption law giving costs per channelization code, and 

when multiple channelization codes are used by a physical channel, the radio network 
controller credits to or debits from the capacity credit a cost taken as N times the cost of a code, 
where N is the number of channelization codes. 

19. (New) A radio network controller, comprising: 

means for receiving from a base station a capacity credit and a dedicated channels 
capacity consumption law giving costs per channelization code, and 

means for, when multiple channelization codes are used by either radio links or a 
physical downlink shared channel, crediting to or debiting from the capacity credit a cost taken 
as N times the cost of a code, where N is the number of channelization codes. 

20. (New) A radio network controller, comprising: 

means for receiving from a base station a capacity credit and a common channels 
capacity consumption law giving costs per channelization code, and 

means for, when multiple channelization codes are used by a physical channel, crediting 
to or debiting from the capacity credit a cost taken as N times the cost of a code, where N is the 
number of channelization codes. 
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
